Is  located  at  Haines  Falls,  on  the  Catskills,  at  the  immediate  head  of  the  re- 
nowned Kaaterskill  Clove  and  commands  the  view  through  the  Clove,  across  the 
Hudson  Valley.  For  half  a  century  the  Kaaterskill  Clove  and  its  surrounding's 
have  been  known  and  noted  as  a  region  of  much  singular  wildness  and  scenic 
beauty,  and  to  include  the  grandest  and  most  charming  scenery  in  the  Catskill 
Mountains  The  site  of  the  house  was  chosen  as  the  best  in  the  region  for  a, 
summer  boarding  house.  The  elevation  is  l,93ti  feet  above  mean  tide  at  New 
York,  as  shown  by  actual  measuremeni.  The  elevation  at  Lake  Creek  bridge — 
one  and  one-half  miles  down  the  Clove — is  1.217  feet,  and  at  Palenville,  the  foot 
of  the  Clove,  two  miles  further  -  680  feet.

No  visitor  to  this  section  should  fail  to  irake  the  trip  to  the  mountain  top 
through  the  wonderful  Kaaterskill  Clove. The  Clove  is  8  miles  from  Saugerties 
on  a  direct  road  which  is  always  in  good  shape,  though  not  a  state  road.  The 
Clove  extends  for  four  miles,  commencing  at  Palenville  and  following  a  rushing 
mountain  stream  through  one  of  the  most  picturesque  glens  in  the  world.  It 
is  an  8  per  cent  grade  road  to  the  very  mountain  top  at  Haines  Falls.  This 
is  on  the  shortest  and  direct  route  to  the  heart  of  the  Catskill  mountains,  and 
good  state  roads  are  to  be  found  not  only  from  New  York  or  Albany  but  all 
through  the  mountain  section. 


The  route  to  the  top  of  the  mountains  for  years  commencing  in  1823  was 
by  a  road  built  by  the  Catskill  Mountain  House  Company,  and  a  road  at  Palen- 
ville  through  the  clove.  Both  these  roads  wv-re  very  sleep  and  dangerous  to 
travel  though  thousands  traveled  over  them  taking  irom  four  to  five  hours  to 
reach  the  Mountain  House  or  Haines  Falls.  In  or^er  better  to  accommodate 
the  throngs  the  Catskill  Mountain  rai.  oaci  and  O1.13  Elevating  railroad  were 
built  at  a  cost  of  $750,000.
